THE BOULEVARD MARKETPLACE — MCTIP:
LOOK AT PHASE 2 AS A CONTINUATION OF THE PHASE 1 TYPE
DEVELOPMENT.

PLACE SPECIAL FOCUS ON THE INTERFACE WITH THE SINGLE
FAMLY DEVELOPMENT ADJACENT TO THE PROEJCT,

FOCUS AS WELL ON THE STREETSCAPE ALONG EL CAJON
BOULEVARD TO MAKE IT MORE PEDESTRIAN ORIENTED.

LOOK AT TERRACING OVER INTERSTATE 15; GIVE ADDITIONAL
CONSIDERATION TO THE PARK LAND ISSUES.
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THE PASEO — COLLEGE AREA:
LOOK AT THE QUESTION OF HIGH DENSITY EQUIVALENCY AS IT
RELATES TO STUDENT HOUSING.

FOCUS ON STREET FRONTAGE IN ADDITION TO INTERNAL
CIRCULATION AS IT RELATES TO PEDESTRIAN ACCESS AND
ORIENTATION.

ADDRESS THE LINDO PASEO PEDESTRIAN CROSSING.
VILLAGE CENTER AT EUCLID AND MARKET AND MI PUEBLO:

RECOMMEND THESE BE ACCEPTED AS PILOT VILLAGES AS
SUBMITTED.

ESTABLISH A MAINTENANCE DISTRICT FOR MI PUEBLO FOR THE
‘PATHWAY TO KNOWLEDGE’ AREA SO IT WILL BE MAINTAINED.

Second by Garcia. Passed by a 5-0 vote with Vice-Chairperson Schultz and
Commissioner Steele not present.

MOTION BY GARCIA TO RECOMMEND TO THE CITY COUNCIL THAT
THE PROPOSED NORTH PARK PILOT VILLAGE BE CONSIDERED WITH
THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS:

THAT THERE BE AT LEAST 20% AFFORDABLE HOUSING WHICH
WOULD INCLUDE AN ANALYSIS OF THE CURRENT HOUSING TYPE
AND THAT HOUSING SHOULD BE BALANCED THROUGHOUT THE
ENTIRE PROJECT AREA.

THERE BE AN OVERALL CONNECTIVITY OF THE USES AND THE
CIRCULATION SYSTEM WITHIN THIS STUDY AREA.

THIS PILOT VILLAGE, UNLIKE THE OTHER VILLAGES COULD SERVE
AS A MODEL OR LABORATORY FOR STUDYING IN-FILL
DEVELOPMENT WHERE THERE ARE NO SPECIFIC PROJECTS SERVING
AS THE MAIN CATALYST FOR THE PROJECT.

THE APPLICANT SHOULD WORK WITH THE REDEVELOPMENT
AGENCY TO DEVELOP THE IMPLEMENTATION PROGRAM TO TIE THIS
TOGETHER SO IT CAN BE IMPLEMENTED IN A COMPREHENSIVE
MANNER.

SEPARATE OUT THE SHORT TERM AND LONGER TERM (3-5 YEARS)
IMPLEMENTATION PROGRAM RECOGNIZING THAT THE COMMUNITY
IS MOVING AHEAD AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE.
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Second by Chase. Passed by a 5-0 vote with Vice-Chairperson Schultz and
Commissioner Steele not present.
